1 PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct. 22.— Following 
the suspension yesterday of tho Feder- 
al National bank, Pittsburg, the First 
National bank cf Allegheny failed to 
open its doors for business today and 
its directors have notified the' comptrol- 
ler of tho currency that the institution 
has gone into voluntary liquidation and 
requested him to tukc the necessary ac- 
tion in such cases. 


For some time the Allegheny bank has 


been connected by rumor with the Fed- 
eral National bank, but it was believed 
up to a late hour yesterday that it 
would weather the storm, notwithstand- 
ing the heavy run made on it, brought 
about by theso reports. 


The directors, however, at a meeting 


last night dcciikd that considering the 
best interests of all concerned, the ac- 
tion noted in the foregoing should bo 
taken. 


NO BANK OR TRUST STOCKS, 


The Pittsburg stock exchange open- 


ing this morning wan quiet and trading 
light. 


By a vote of the exchange it was de- 


cided that for 
thu remainder 
of tho 


week, no bank nor trust stocks will bo 
dealt in. The suspension of the Alle- 
gheny bank which hnrf been the repre- 
sentative of the Federal National bunk 
in the clearing house, is looked upon by 
bunkers generally as an almost neces- 
sary sequence of the failure yesterday 
nud believe that no further trouble will 
fullow. 


All of the outaido bunks which have 


been doing their clearing through the 
Federal National anil the First National 
Imvo made arrangements with other 
bunks to care for their paper in the. fu- 
ture. 


CREDITORS ARE SAFE. 


This morning a smtill crowd of depos- 


itors, gathered in front of the First Na- 
tional bank of Allegheny. There ap- 
peared to be little excitement among the 
depositors though several were restless 
and wished to gain admission to the 
bank. 


The clerks of the bank were busy on 


their books the entire morning, Rob- 
ert Lyons, deputy comptroller of the 
currency of Washington, D. C., was in 
charge of tho bunk. J. D. Kramer, the 
assifltant cashier was at the bank this 
morning and stated that as soon as the 
assets wore realized 
the depositors 


•would be paid oft' dollar for dollar. He 
suid he did not think any of tho other 
banks of Allegheny would be affected. 


STATEMENT GIVEN OUT, 


Early today 
Vice President R, J. 


Stoney", Jr., of the First National bank 
of Allegheny, issued tho following state- 
jnont after a mooting of the officers and 
directors with the clearing house com- 
mittee of the Pi'ltsburg clearing house 
association, which lasted from S o'clock 
lust evening until this morning; 


ALLEGHENY, Pa., Oct. 21, 1003.— At 


o. mooting of the board of directors of 
the First National bank of Allegheny, 
held this evening, October 21. 1003, it 
was resolved that, although the bank 
lias ample imsets to pay all of its de- 
positors In full and leave a handsome 
surplus for tho shareholders, yet 
its 


supposed connection with the Federal 
National bank of Pittsburg has created 
wide distrust and caused a run on this 
bunk to such an extent that we feel it 
to bo our duty to place the bank in vol- 
untary liquidation, and officers of the 
bank and directors have decided to make 
application to the comptroller of the 
currency to take necessary steps to ac- 
complish this purposo.

HARVESTER PLANT FAILS 


Acme Company oi Peoria Em- 


ploying 700 Men Asks More 


Time oi Creditors. 


PEORLi, U!., Oct. 22.—The Acme Har- 


vester company,' one of the largest man- 
ufacturers of agricultural implements, 
has been compelled to place its affairs 
in tho hands of a committee represent- 
ing the creditors and a«fc for on exten- 
sion of time. This committee is compos- 
ed of Dr. Porman, vice president of tho 
First National bank, Chicago; A. G. 
Becker of Becker &. Co., G. H. Burr, of 
Steere & Burr, Boston; Martlu Kin-gman 
and Frede Luthy, Peoria. 


The assets of the company It Is as- 


serted nre nearly $4,OCO,000 and consid- 
erably in excess of their liabilities. The 
company employed 700 men. Their bus- 
iness was not limited to this country, 
tho company having a large trade in 
South America. The reasons assigned 
for the embarrassment are a bad soa- 
son, bad collections and doing a busi- 
ness that was unwarranted by the capi- 
tal of ihc concern. 


While no statement of tho assets and 


liabilities has as yet been given 
out 


such statement has been preferred and 
forwarded to each of the creditors ask- 
ing their claims be placed in the hands 
of tho committee for settlement and ad- 
justment. This committee hopes to find 
means for a continuance of the business 
but at present the plant-is closed, the 
men having been laid off indefinitely. 


TEMPORARY RECIVERSHIP. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 22.—President J. B. 


Forgan of the First National bank, said 
that according to the «ttnmrttco's esti- 
mate the assets of the Acme Harvester 
company are worth between $200,000 and 
$300,000 more than the liabilities of tho 
concern. Tho liabilities, he said, wero 
in round numbers $2,000,000.' " 


"The committee was appointed," he 


said, ''at the request of several of tho 
larger creditors and a circular was sent 
to all of the creditors asking that they 
file their claims and accept payment 
prorata as the earnings of the company 
will permit. Most of the creditors are 
.signifying their approval of the pro- 
ceedings." As noon as the claims are 
all satisfied Mr. Forgan said the busi- 
ness will bo turned over again to the 
old management.

forward at the early meeting in Madi- 
son Square Garden today. Dowie at 
that meeting said he should endeavor to 
convert the pope. He added that he 
had received many bogus cheeks since 
coming^ to Now York, But that others 
had been good. 


"There is no need- for followers to rush 


back to Zion," said he, "because of th'ose 
suits by merchants of Chicago. They 
are agamst me personally and not 
against Zion." 


Turning his attention to kissing,'. 


Dowio Bald people should be careful 'ot 
their kisses, and use them carefully even; 


in the family. "Why, my son Gladstone, 
never kissed a woman outside the fam- 
ily," ho said. 


Wm. A. Brady, tho theatrical mana- 


ger, who,, with Lorenzo Wint»r, was ar- 
rested and charged with disorderly 'con- 
duct in the crowd about Dowio's meet- 
ing in. Madison.Square Garden last .night, 
was discharged in police court, today. - -" 
.' Mr. Winter "was paroled to' give him 
an opportunity to bring witnesses to tes- 
tify to the brutality irad bad judgment 
of the police.- 


John Alexander Dowie fooled thous- 


ands of New Yorke-rs last night o,t Ma- 
dison Square garden. He spoke once, 
and tor only a few minutes, confining 
himself to his religious iniiwion and re- 
fraining from personalities. - 


Thirty thousand people tried to get 


into the garden, but not over one-third 
secured admittance. The other 20,000 
broke into the wildest disorder, and the 
police, 400 strong, wero for a time ut- 
terly unable to cope with the mad rush 
of the crowd. Men and women were 
knocked down and trampled on, and 
many narrowly escaped death. 


Grace George, who was on her way to 


the theater in which fihe is playing, was 
swept off her feet, trampled on, and had 
her clothing badly torn. She aceused 
the police of handling her roughly. 


William A. Brady, the theater mana- 


ger, and husband of Grace'George; Lo- 
renzo Winter, n broker, and Chinning 
Pollock, a praso agant, were arrested on 
charges of disorderly conduct. 


STUDENTS INTERRUPT. 


During the sermon a number of stu- 


dents marched out in squads. Dr. Dowie 
was forced to stop, and after he began 
again he was interrupted by a college 
yell from outside the garden, ending 
with the 
slogan 
"Dowie! . Dowie! 


Dowie!" 


"They are like most of tho students 


I know," said Dr. Dowie. "Their brains 
arc in their feet." 


At this a well dressed man got up, and 


as ho was leaving Dowie shouted at 
him: 


"You are not commonly- decent." 


NEWSPAPER MEN SCORED. 


For tho first time Dr. Dowio ordered 


reporters excluded, and those who were 
Beatcd at the reporters' table were es- 
corted to the door on Dowio's order to 
his guards to "clear the tainted vipers 
out of here." 


"Be careful how you handle 
them, 


not to get nny of their filth on you," 
he shouted. "Now, get out, you mean 
dogs, you yellow scoundrels of . .the 
press! I am paying for this place, you 
liars! This is my building. Hurry up, 
guards! The sight of thorn disgusts me! 
Don't waste any restoration talk on the 
liars! 
It is useless! 
They have sold 


their souls to the devil 1 I never hope to 
convert a reporter.!" 


At the forenoon meeting Dowio an- 


nounced that he would join his wife in 
Adelaide, Australia, in April. 


1 He spoke for a short time moderately. 
About a thousand of the audience loft 
the hall. A group of young men added 
to the disturbance by yelling and pound- 
ing on the boards. Dowie closed the 
services suddenly.

'This, however, does not 
Indicate the collapse of the rebellion but 
is in- conformation with the revolution- 
ary 'Committee's decision to thin out the 
insurgent bands during the winter and 
retain' under arms only an aggregate of 
About 3,500 men.

CARRIED FROM HOUSE 


INTO PATROL WAGON 


Her Mother Also Showed Resistance— 


Entrances of Home Barred and 


Chained, and American Flag1 


Hungr From Window. 


In the county}, court this morning 


County Judge Max'W. Hack heard tes- 
timony of several persons in regard to 
the sanity of 'Nanaie EUnc Cooper, fe- 
nrnlo detective, artist and poetess. The 
testimony was all one way. The wit- 
nesses said that from the- peculiar ac- 
tion* of Mi»s Cooper they were centain 
that she was- insan« and that they were 
afraid to go by her home for fear of 
violence at. her bands. After listening 
patiently to the testimony the judge is- 
sued a commitment and placed .it in the 
hands of the sheriff. Under Sheriff Fred 
Donald and Deputy William- Dillon 
hitched up a horse and buggy and drove 
to the Cooper homo on Packard avenue 
to take the woman in custody. 


They expected trouble and were not 


disappointed: When they put in an' ap- 
pearance many people congregated. The 
officers knocked at the door and were 
refused admittance and the doors were 
barred and chained. Without hesita- 
tion they broke in the first door, but 
Miss Cooper was not to be seen. 


FOUGHT THE OFFICERS. 


Sho had fled to another room. A sec- 


ond door was forced and still she 'was 
not to be found. Then a third door was 
forced on the second floor and there- she 
waB'icrund in a room and'defied the offi- 
cers, and when they attempted "to take 
her she fought 'book, but was easily 
overpowered and it was necessary to 
carry her oat of the- house. 


Under the circumstances the officers 


called the police patrol wagon and Miss 
Cooper was loaded in with considerable 
trouble and taken to the jail. Her 
mother, who was with her in the room, 
also showed fight, but she is old and 
was easy to handle. 


THREATENS TO GET EVEN. 


Miss Cooper was very angry at what 


she considered the outrageous manner 
in which she was token and threatened 
to make it hot for some one, but was 
not half so fierce as was expected. 
. It wHl 'be remembered that Miss Coop- 
er was examined for sanity on a former 
occasion, but declared sane. 'Her ex- 
ploits iw a detective are well known .and 
it is also known that when a warrant 
was issued some weeks ago for assault- 
ing John Vogel she locked the doors of 
her homo and deSod the officers. Since 
that time she has kept vnry close. Neigh- 
bors asked to have her mental condition 
examined into and Drs. S. C. Buchan and 
Sorcnson reported her insane. 


It might be mentioned that Miss 


Cooper did not forget, the American flag 
in her trouble, for she stuck it out of 
a window and demanded protection, and 
the flag still floats in the window and 
Miss Cooper is locked up and will be 
taken to the northern asylum tomorrow. 


ASKS DIVORCE AND ALIMONY 


Mary Kojnvnl, Mother of Fonr Children, 


Alleges Cruel and Inhuman Treatment- 
Papers in another divorce case were 


served this morning, when the county 
officers informed John Roseval, of the 
town of Caledonia, to appear in the cir- 
cuit court and show cause why his wife, 
Mary Roseval, should not be granted a 
divorce on the grounds of cruel and in- 
human treatment. 


There is quite n-n interesting story 


attached to tha'case. Roseval was mar- 
ried once .before, but was separated from 
his wife On the same grounds. About 
ten years ago he took a trip to Bohemia 
and there met, courted and married his 
second wife. They came to America to 
live and settled on a farm in -the -town 
oi Onledom'n,. She wns an industrious 
woman and in the complaint alleges that, 
she had much to do in accumulating the 
land, consisting of about ninety acres. 
Four children were born to them, the 
eldest being but a few years old. Some 
time ago Mrs. Roseval left her husband 
and accepted the charity of relatives, 
taking the children with her. She has 
no means whatsoever to thrive on. She 
now a»ks for a separation and alimony 
to the amount of $60 a month. MJ-S. 
Roseval claims she is entitled to this 
amount as her shatc of the estate.

'George W. Sharp against J;he estate of 
his father,

claims for services on the farm of his 
father .after he became 21 years old. 


William Sharp was a. prosperous farm- 


er of Dover and when he died last spring 
left a fortune worth nearly $15,000. In 
his will he bequeathed all of his person- 
al property to liis son George for the 
reason that the son worked for him 
when he became of age and for other 
valuable considerations. 


Two other heirs, through the execu- 


tor of -the estate Walter 'Wnitley, arc 
contesting the claim of the son. Among 
those who are opposing the claim is th& 
second wife of the deceased, William. 
Sharp. The work performed by the.son. 
George il alleged to have been done be- 
tween tho years of 1S69 find 187S. The 
difficult point in the case appears to be 
to prove a contract between father and 
son, for -a son is not permitted to .testi-

to any cgroemant which he may,

BEISTOW REPORT IN. 


Joseph L, Eristow, fourth 
assistant 


postmaster general, who for 
the last 


half year has been at the head of the 
investigation of oue of the greatest pos- 
tal scandals in the history of the gov- 
ernment, last night completed his report 
to the postmaster general, who, with a 
brief letter of transmittal, will forward 
it to President Roosevelt some time dur- 
ing the present week, probably before 
the cabinet meeting on Friday. These 
are its main features, the first of which 
will be a surprise to the public: 


It will give to Postmaster General 


Payne the credit of beginning the inves- 
tigation of the scandal. 


It will review in detail the results of 


the inquiry ivnd the cases now before 
the courts. 


It will bring out the abuses, which 


have grown up as a result of the machi- 
nations of the Beavers 
and 
Mnchen 


ring, and recommend a thorough reor- 
ganization of the bureaus of which these 
men had charge. 


WOULD ABOLISH OFFICE. 


It '.vill recommend that the office of 


superintendent of free delivery, former- 
ly held by Mr. Mnclien, and now filled by 
a postoffice inspector be abolished. 


It will criticise severely administra- 


tive nets that took place during Perry 
S. Heath's tenure of office as first assis- 
tant postmaster general, but will not 
call Mr. Heath by name. 


It will criticise t'he administration of 


the Washington city postoffice, sustain- 
ing in large part the Tislloch charges. 
As a result of this. Postmaster Merritt. 
it is now understood, will be asked to 
resign in spite of personal appeals to 
the president made by Postmaster Gen- 
eral Payne and Charles Emory Smith, 
Mr. Payne's immediate predecessor in 
office. 


MERRITT MUST GO. 


It is understood that the president is 


convinced 
that 
Postmaster 
Merritt 


should resign for the good of the ser- 
vice, and such resignation is expected 
after the Bristow and the 
Bonaparte 


and Conrad reports are 
mado 
public. 


This, it is also said, will be a severe blow 
to-former Postmnster General Smith, 
who has repeatedly mado personal ap- 
peals in behalf of Mr. Merritt. 


• Postmaster General Payne will 
also 


find severe disappointment in the presi- 
dent's decision, but not to the straining 
point. He will acquiesce and. will not 
tender his resignation as a member of 
the cabinet. This statement was mnde 
positively last night by one 
of 
Mr. 


Payne's personal and political friends, 
who is also authority for the statement 
that the postmaster general is slated for 
resignation. 


SUPERIOR, Wis., Oct. 21.— When the

business at 


seven o'clock this morning, the large 
vault was found to have been rifled ot 
practically the entire supply of stamps, 
amounting to between $15,000 and $15,-

BATTLESHIP'O'NJRIAL RUN 


Torrlflc Speed on Conne 


Oft" Mnlno Coast. 


BOSTON, Oct. 21.— The new battle- 


ship Missouri left this harbor today, un- 
der favorable conditions for her official 
trial trip over the regular government 
course from Cape Ann to Bonn island, 
off 
the Maine coast. The battleship 


contract calls for an average speed of IS 
knots to be sustained for four hours. 


RQCKPORT, Mass., Oct. 21.— As the 


Missouri approached this harbor, her 
speed began to increase and as- she pass- 
ed by Eastern Point sho was going at 
a terrific rate. Twice she headed for the 
starting line but before she reached it 
swung away and made a wide circle in 
shore. The third time she crossed, the 
timo as taken from shore being 11:11:48. 


The first leg of the course, 0.6 knots, 


was finished at 11:35:10, and the second 
at 11:56:30 as seen from shore. This 
would indicate a speed of about 16.04 
knots for the first leg and of 1S.59 knots 
for the second. 


On the return trip the Missouri pas- 


sed the stake boat which marked four- 
fifths of the course at 2:27:57. 
Observ- 


ers on shore estimated that the battle- 
ship had averaged 18.1 knots for the 
part oi the course covered. 


The battleship finished at 3:11:33 p. 


m., (shore time) and averaged according 
to shore figures, 1S.2 for the course.

There has boon much snid of late upon 


tho question of sympathy strikes. Nat- 
urally the view of this feature mi^ht be 
different from the employers nide and 
the employes side., but there is another 
side from "which to view such a subject 
M sympathetic strikes, and that is tho 
rtfle'of the great public wM?n la inter- 
rsted vitally in both the employer nnd 
kite employe. 
.Tn this instance it has 


been naked what is the public, and who 
hi the deuce constitutes the public they 
faflc about* There is no better defini- 
tion than that made which creates tho 
jniblii: from all those on both sides who 
kinppon to be most concerned in the trou- 
bles). 
The public is composed both of 


>mployers and employes, nnd the strike 
'n one trade very often, just ns much 
iterates against the convenience of the 
jmployes as the 
employer* in other 


trades. In short it is just as one's par- 
Mculnr interests nnd convenience ure at- 
fee ted. 


But to the sympathetic strike as a 


strike, it is a weapon now concerted to 
be laid aside by many of the Inbor or- 
ganizations as a useless and often hap- 
pening weapon that, says Luke Grant, 
the noted Chicago labor writer, carried 
to a logical conclusion is a dangerous 
weapon and can hardly be 
reconciled 


with the strict observance of agreement, 
favored by most labor leaders. Jn one 
of Mr. Grant's articles published in the 
Sunday Int(>r-0ccun. he quotes the views 
df George W. Perkins, the president of 
the fnteniatioiuil Cigar Makers' union, 
who in his own paper wiilo.-< as follows, 
upon the sympathetic strike from the 
view point of the employe. 


Hi-. Perkins snys: ''A good deal has 


l>re;i said recently concerning the sym- 
pathetic 1 s-trike. whether it is justifiable 
dr net. There is no doubt that, carried 
to its* logical (."inclusion, it is a danger- 
mis weapon, and eiu\ hardly be recon- 
ciled with the strict observance of agree- 
ments, favored by most labor leaders. 
In this mnneetion. George W. Perkins, 
president of the Cigar-makers' 'Interna- 
tional union, snys in his official paper: 


''Suppose that you were a union cigar 


manufacturer and agreed to pay the bill 
and comply with nil of the requirements 
of tho union, and the men were to walk 
out on yon in a sympathetic strike be- 
cause a scab proprietor of n boot and 
shoe factory would not pay the bill de- 
manded by the Boot and Shoo Workers' 
union, what would you thin!; of the un- 
ion? 


"This is especially significant nnrl of 


force when it is considered that you, 
the cigar manufacturer, had absolutely 
no say in regulation of tho boot nnd 
shoe factory and the union cigar-makers 
had absolutely uo say in fixing the de- 
mands of the }loot and Shoe Makers' 
union. If one trade is to go on strike 
to assist another trade in winning n 
strike in which it is in no way involved, 
it should at least have some Fay in fix- 
ing tho demands. To do 
this would 


bring us back to the case of the tinker 
and the tailor mixing up in the affaire 
of tho cigar-makers, about 
which 
he 


knows nothing. If the labor movement 
wants to destroy itself let us go blindly 
luto tho sympathetic strike matter. If 
the cigar-maker goes out for one trade 
and refuses to do so for another, 
he 


would soon be denounced on all sides as 
being unfair and selfish and a condition 
of afluirfl would soon be reached in all 
tho unions that would lend to discord 
and destruction. Again, shall a union 
that ro/uses to pay high dues and mrxkofi 
no provisions for serious strikes and has 
no agreements with their employers call 
out -unions tliat 
have large 
defense 


funds and agreements with their 
em- 


ployers?" 


given by Governor La 
Follette some 


time ago on wages and cost of living 
look as though they had been out in a 
rain. The governor said that while liv- 
ing in the last six years had increased 
27 per cent in Wisconsin, wages liml 
advanced but 10 per cent. 
Investiga- 


tions were made in every manufacturing 
town in the state with the result that 
it was shown that instead 
of wages 


having increased but 10 per cent they 
had, in some cases, increased nearly 50 
per cent and had on an avoyagi'.1, so far 
as the factories were concerned, increas- 
ed from 25 to 33 per cent. 


"Not only this, but it was shown that 


common labor benefited as much as the 
skilled workman. Laborers , who 
six 


years ago .were paid but $1.00 to $1.25 
11 day, now receive $1.75 to $2.00 a day, 
aud are scarce .at that. Farm laborers, 
who six years ago were -glad to work 
for $1G and $1S a month with board, 
now are not anxious to accept $25 to 
$30 a 'month. In many cases tables of 
statistics were given telling just what 
each class of labor had 
received six 


years ago and what it was receiving to- 
day. Some manufacturers satisfied them- 
selves with simply stating the advance 
in wages by per cent, but the tables 
were numerous enough to make it clear 
that the claim that labor's wages had 
been advanced but 10 per cent, was a 
grievous mistake and the governor's tab- 
les will have to be 
revised. It also 


shows that the wave of prosperity has 
carried the laborer along with it as well 
as the capitalist and each has received 
his share of its benefits."

of bituminous coal for 1002 is given at 
259,041,064 short tons and is valued at 
$202,113,906. This is compared with the 
output of 1901 of 225,828,849 tons and 
worth $235,406,449. According to thia 
the advance in bituminous . has been 
slight, about seven cents per ton. The 
value of the total yield of 1002 given 
at 300,930,659 tons, is recorded a» hav- 
ing been $373,133,843. The anthracite 
falling off was 23,370,850 practically for- 
ty per cent, of the total, but thia short- 
ago appears to have been made up by 
the increase in the yield of soft coal 
or bituminous. 


COAL PRODUCTION AND CONSUMER.

PROPOSE REPEAL OF BANK- 


RUPTCY LAW. 


Nebraska bankers in their state con- 


vention among other things declined to 
further approve of the bankruptcy law 
and requested of congress its 
repeal. 


The vote for repeal was very nearly un- 
animous and again shows the increasing 
tide of public opinion demanding the 
bankrupt law be obliterated. The next 
law if this is repealed, and another en- 
acted later, should certainly provide for 
the setting aside of state laws so far an 
interferes with the execution and re- 
cording of mortgages. It certainly is a 
direct fraud upon creditors bankrupt 
kw or no bankrupt law that permits of 
a debtor mortgaging his property and 
keeping such from 
tho 
records, 
and 


whon the trouble comes, to record such, 
and calmly sweep the 
security away 


from the creditors. This the bankrupt 
law permits providing the mortgage has 
been made previously to the poriod stat- 
ed in the law of four months previous 
to going into 
bankruptcy. 
In some 


states the mortgage may be recorded at 
any time, before going into bankruptcy 
or afterwards, but in this state, it is 
understood the mortgage 
must 
have 


been recorded previous to 
tho bank- 


ruptcy proceedings though it may have 
been executed months and years before. 


Tho. present law should be repealed. 


It is not for any particular benefit of 
creditors or honest 
debtors by any 


means, and any future law should bo so 
constructed that the notorious defects 
of the present law be avoided. 


SENATOR FAIRBANKS A CANDI- 


DATE. 


The'word has been given out that 


Senator Charles W. Fairbanks of 
In- 


diana is at last ready for the announce- 
ment he is a candidate for the Repub- 
lican nomination of vice president. This 
is expected to take precedent of all pre- 
vious tips given out from that quarter, 
but nt the same time, it is impressed 
in the word given out of his willingness 
to accept such a nomination, that it is 
to bo understood .it tho same 
time, 


that he is not in the leant seeking the 
nomination. It is understood tho force 
of the demand that ho consent to be a 
candidate is so strong, the senator is 
justified in accepting and nt the snme 
time, justified in saying, he )3 not seek- 
ing the nomination. 


It is further given out that tho public 


may better understand this matter, that 
the attitude of tho Indiana senator, is 
not that of a man seeking for honors of 
this high degree. He is ready to accept 
because of prominent Republican politic- 
ians having waited upon him and invit- 
ed him to become a candidate. Ho liae 
been urged by recent visitors to sink 
any desires of self nnd to offer his name 
that Republicans realize one favorite 
son at least, is willing to accept the 
second place on tho presidential ticket. 
It is further made public that tho In- 
diana senator hns outlined his course 
to the visiting delegations or delegation, 
and such hns been cordially approved of. 


THE BOUNDARY LINE SETTLED. 
It seems after 
all tho first reports 


sent out to the effect that the Alaskan 
boundary commiHsloners had ngroed up- 
on ft report favoring the American con- 
tentions was substantially correct. The 
decision gives to Canada tho Portlanc 
canal entrance, and the > two small ii- 


lands commanding-this, it seems, there 
had been some question about, BO that 
Canada losing the greater part does 
secure what is of practical benefit. The 
waterways further north Canada w«J so 
anxious to secure, she loses, and the 
United States retains the highly valu- 
able shore line with its canal and har- 
bors, the sea entrances to the rich gold 
fields of the Klondike.

lift her voice and protest. Tho boun- 
dary line is to be drawn by the tribunal 
in accordance with the findings and 
made so clear there can be no miatake.

By the President of the United States 


of America: 


A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas, by the resolution of the sen- 


ate of March 19, 1903, tho approval by 
congress 
of tho reciprocal commercial 


convention between the United States 
and the Republic of Cuba, signed at Ha- 
vana on December 11, 1002, is necessary 
before the said convention shall take ef- 
fect: and, 


Whereas, it is important to the pub- 


lic interests of the United States that 
the said convention shall become opera- 
tive as early as may be. 


Now, therefore. I, Theodore Roosevelt, 


president of tho United States of Amer- 
ica, by virtue of the power vcste.d in me 
by the constitution, do hereby proclaim 
und declare that an extraordinary occa- 
sion 
requires the convening of both 


houses of the congress of the United 
States at their respective chambers in 
the city of Washington on the ninth 
day of November, next, nt 12 o'clock, 
noon, to the end that they may consider 
and determine whether tho approval of 
the congress shall be given to the said 
convention. 


All persons entitled to act as members 


of the fifty-eighth congress are required 
to take notice of this proclamation.

countries w'31 be. so closely cemented 
that a renewal of the treaty will be 
easily effected, because it will be to the 
manifest interest of both countries. 


"Cuba is :ao\v importing from the Un- 


ited States at the rate .of $30,000.000 a 
year and I confidently believe that in 
six months after 
the passage ol" the 


treaty that tho total will be doubled. 
Most of the increase will be in cotton 
goods and in rice. With prices declin- 
ing in the 0nited States it should quick- 
ly regain 'the Cuban market and sell 
much more to the island than ever be- 
fore."

Bandon. the point 
where she went ashore last night is a 
remote place on the southwestern coast 
of Oregon. 


The wrecked steamer carried a crew

South Portland struck on Bandon reef 
on the Oregon const at 5 p. m. yesterday 
during 'a dense fop. The captain, one

reached shore and arc not at Port Or-, 
ford.

TOLD BY HIS FATHER 


William Yoc;e Declares Latter 


Requested His Wile to 


Open Letter Contain- 


ing Mortgage. 


William Voge, of Ives Grove, «on of 


Frederick Voge, of Franksvillc, who was 
sentenced to the state prison at Wau- 
pim for a term of two years, after hav- 
ing been found guilty of having attempt- 
ed to kill his wifo, was in the city this 
morning and tells a different story in re- 
gard to the $2,200 mortgage his father 
held against his farm. 


Mr. Voge s&id: "It is true that my 


father had a $2,200 mortgage against 
my farm; it is also true that he assigned 
the mortgage to a daughter at Chicago 
so that the authorities could not get 
hold of it. Afterward he wanted to get 
the mortgage back, but the daughter re- 
fused to give it up unless $500 was paid 
her. I drew $500 of my money from the 
bank and paid it. She sent the mort- 
gage from Chicago addressed to Freder- 
ick Voge at William Vogc's, Ives Grove. 
I went to the postoffice and got the let- 
ter; took it home and did not sign for 
it at the postofflce because I was not 
asked to do so. I banded tho letter to 
my wife. My father asked her to open 
the letter and sec if the mortgage was 
all right.. She did so. Father 
then 


wanted us to" keep the mortgage. Last 
April I had $910 and paid it to my fath- 
er on the mortgage. 'I also went on his 
bond for $500 so that he could get out 
of jail. There was duo on the mortgage 
$110 for inteiest. My father 
said he 


would present me with $100 for going 
on the bond. With what • I have paid 
on the mortgage there is now due my 
father $300, aud he has my note for that 
amount. The letter did not come to 
Ives Grove addressed to Frederick Voge 
or William Voge, and I did not open it 
and never told the postoftice inspector 
that I did. This is the exact truth in 
regard to tho matter and when my fath- 
er stated that he never received any 
money from me on the mortgage he 
simply stated what was not true. All I 
v/ant is tho truth and nothing more."

Enrllihmen Itralillne In Canada Incented 


lie Alaskan Award ]>«cl9lon Want to 


bo independent, 


VANCOUVER, B. C., Oct. 22.—Locftl 


feeling is very bitter over the award of 
the Alaskan boundary commission. There 
is much talk of annexation ond of Cana- 
da becoming independent, business men 
being generally muoh dissatisfied' at 
what they pronounced British disregard 
of Canadian interests to please the Un- 
ited States. 


It is a matter of comment that the 


loudest among the discontented are Eng- 
lishmen residing here. Many of these 
s»y that Canada will never achieve her 
greatest possibilities until'she becomes 
a part of the United States. Rev. El- 
liott S. How,-the leading Methodist min- 
ister of British Columbia and who with 
Chief Justice Hunter, constituted the la- 
bor commission which aat this summer, 
in an interview here, said: 


".I am a Britisher and I have always 


boon a Britisher, but if Great Britain is 
to hand us over piecemeal to the United 
state I say let us -join *he American re- 
public also. By doing BO now we are 
large enough, populous enough and im- 
portant enough to have eomothing to 
say regarding tho terms of such annex- 
ation and al»o would be potent enough 
to have something to Bay regarding the 
terms of such annexation and'also some 
thing to say in the affairs of the repub- 
lic of which we would form a part. But 
if we wait until our best and richest 
territory is given away, wo shall simply 
be absorbed. It looks to me as if Can- 
ada had won the case and lost the ter- 
ritory.

DIRECTORS THOUGHT IT

1 PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct. 22.— Following 
the suspension yesterday of the- Feder- 
al National bank, Pittsburg, the First 
National bank of Allegheny failed to 
open its doors for business today and 
its directors hove notified the comptrol- 
ler of the currency that the 'institution 
has gone into voluntary liquidation and 
requested him to take the necessary ac- 
tion in such cases. 


For some time the Allegheny bank has 


been connected by rumor with the Fed- 
eral National bank, but it was believed 
tip to a late hour yesterday that it 
would weather the storm, notwithstand- 
ing the heavy run made on it, brought 
about by these reports. 


The directors, however, at a meeting 


last night decided that considering the 
best interests of all concerned, the ac- 
tion noted in the foregoing should bo 
takon. 


NO BANK OR TRUST STOCKS. 


The Pittsburg stock exchange open- 


ing this morning wau quiet and trading 
light. 


By a vote of the exchange it was de- 


cided that for the remainder of the 
•week, no bank nor trust stocks will be 
dealt in. The suspension of the Alle- 
gheny bank which lim been the repre- 
sentative of the Federal National bank 
in the clearing house, is looked upon by 
bankers generally as an almost neces- 
sary sequence of tfie failure yesterday 
and believe that no further trouble will 
follow. 


All of the outside banks which have 


been doing their clearing through the 
Federal National and the First National 
have made arrangements with other 
banks to care for their paper in the .fu- 
ture. 


CREDITORS ARE SAFE. 


This morning a small crowd of depos- 


itors, gathered in front of the First Na- 
tional bank of Allegheny. There ap- 
penred to be little excitement among the 
depositors though several were restless 
and wished to gain admission to the 
bank. 


The clerks of the bank were busy on 


their books the entire morning. Rob- 
ert Lyons, deputy comptroller of the 
currency of Washington, D. C., was in 
charge of the bank. J. D. Kramer, the 
assistant cashier was at the bank this 
morning and stated that as soon as the 
assets wore realized 
the depositors 


would be paid .off dollar for dollar. He 
said he did not think any of the other 
banks of Allegheny would be affected. 


STATEMENT GIVEN OUT. 


Early today Vice President R. J. 


Stoney, Jr., of the First National bank 
of Allegheny, issued the following state- 
ment after 11 meeting of the officers and 
directors with the clearing house com- 
mittee of the Pi'ttsburg clearing house 
association, which lasted from 8 o'clock

ALLEGHENY, Pa., Oct. 21, 1(103.— At 
a meeting of the board of directors of 
the First National bank of Allegheny, 
held this evening, October 21, 1903, it 
was resolved that, although the bank 
has ample assets to pay all of its de- 
positors In fxill and leave a handsome 
surplus lor the shareholders, yet its 
supposed connection with the Federal 
National bank of Pittsburg has created 
wide distrust and caused a run on this 
bank to such an extent that we feel it 
to be our duty to place the bank in vol- 
untary liquidation, and officers of the 
bank and directors have decided to make 
application to the comptroller of the 
currency to take necessary steps to ac- 
complish this purpose.

Acme Company ot Peoria Em- 


ploying 700 Men Asks More 


Time oi Creditors. 


PEORIA, HI., Oct. 22.—The Acme Har- 


vester company, one of the largest man- 
ufacturers of agricultural implements, 
has been compelled to place its affairs 
in the hands of a committee represent- 
ing the creditors and ask for on exten- 
sion of time. This committee is compos- 
ed of Dr. Forman, vice president of the 
First National bank, Chicago; A. G. 
Becker of Becker & Co., G. H. Burr, of 
Steere & Burr, Boston; Martin Kicgman 
and Frede Lathy, Peoria. 


The assets of the company It is as- 


serted are nearly $4,000,000 and consid- 
erably in excess of their liabilities. The 
company employed 700 men. Their bus- 
iness was not limited to this country, 
the company having a large trade in 
South America. The reasons assigned 
for the embarrassment are a bad sea- 
son, bad collections and doing a busi- 
ness that was unwarranted by the capi- 
tal of the concern. 


While no statement of the assets and 


liabilities has as yet been given out 
such statement has been preferred and 
forwarded to each of the creditors ask- 
ing their claims be placed in the lands 
of the committee for settlement and ad- 
justment. This committee hopes to 'find 
means for a continuance of the business 
but at present the plant-is closed, the 
men having been laid off indefinitely.

In the cbuntyj court this morning 


County Judge Ma* W. Hack heard tes- 
timony of several perrons ta regard to 
the sanity of'Nannie Eline Cooper, fe- 
male detective, artist and poetess. The 
testimony was all one way. The wit- 
nesses said that from the peculiar ac- 
tion* of Miss Cooper they were contain 
that she was insane and that they were 
afraid to go by her home for fear of 
violence at her hands. After listening 
patiently to the testimony the judge is- 
sued a commitment and placed.it In the 
hands of the sheriff. Under Sheriff Fred 
Donald and Deputy William. Dillon 
hitched up a horse and buggy and drove 
to the Cooper homo on Packard avenue 
to take the woman in custody. 


They expected trouble and were not 


disappointed; When they put in,an ap- 
pearance many people congregated. The 
officers knocked at the door and were 
refused admittance and the doors were 
barred and chained. Without hesita- 
tion they broke in the first door, but 
Miss Cooper was not to be seen. 


FOUGHT .THE OFFICERS. 


She bad fled to another room. A sec- 


ond door was forced and still she -was 
not to be found. Then a third door was 
forced on the second floor and there she 
ws» round in- a room-iitiA'deflbd the offi- 
cers, and wlien they attempted" to' take 
her she fought;' back, but was'easlly 
overpowered and it was necessary to 
carry her out of the house. 


Under the circumstances the officers 


called the police patrol wagon and Miss 
Cooper was loaded in with considerable 
trouble and taken to the jail. Her 
mother, who was with her in the room, 
also showed fight, but she' is old and 
was easy to handle. 


THREATENS TO GET EVEN. 


Miss Cooper was very angry at what 


she considered the outrageous manner 
in which she was taken and threatened 
to make it hot for some one, but was 
not half so fierce as was expected. 
.It wiil'be remembered that Miss Coop- 
er was examined for sanity on a former 
occasion, but declared 'sane. Her ex- 
ploits as a detective are well known and 
it is also known1 that'when a warrant 
was issued some weeks: ago for assault- 
ing John Vogel she locked the doors of 
her home and defied the officers. Since 
that time she has kept very close. Neigh- 
bors asked to Have her mental condition 
examined into and Drs. S. C. Buchan and 
Sorciison reported her insane. 


It might be mentioned that Miss 


Cooper did not forget, the American flng 
in her trouble, for she stuck it out of 
a window and demanded'protection, and 
the flag still floats in the window and 
Miss Cooper is locked up and will be 
taken to the northern asylum tomorrow.

you on that occasion in person, I am 
glad to know in advance the date of tho 
reunion so that, when the appointed 
day arrives, I may hold it especially, sa- 
cred to memories of my old comrades of 
Co. "K." and of my association' with 
them during the first year of the war of 
the rebellion. These memories, whether

BRISTOW REPORT IN. 


Joseph L. Bristow, fourth assistant 


jostrnaster general, who for the last 
ialf year has been at the head of the 
investigation of 6ne,.of the greatest pos'- 
;al scandals in the history of the gov- 
irnment, last night completed his repprt 
;o the postmaster general, who, with a 
3rief letter of transmittal, will forward 
t to President Roosevelt some time dur- 
ing the present week, probably before 
the cabinet meeting on Friday. These 
are its main features, the first of .which 
ivill be a surprise to the public: 


It -will give to Postmaster 
General 


Payne the credit of beginning the inves- 
tigation of the scandal. 


It will review in detail the results of 


the inquiry and the cases now before 
the courts. 


It will bring out the abuses, which 


have grown up as a result of the machir 
nations of the Beavers 
and 
Machen 


ring, and recommend a thorough reor- 
;a:nization of the bureaus of which these 
men had charge. 


WOULD ABOLISH OFFICE. 


It will recommend that the office of 


superintendent of free delivery, former- 
!y held by Mr. Maehen, and .now filled by 
a postoffice inspector be abolished. 


It will criticise severely administra- 


tive acts that took place during Perry 
S. Heath's tenure of office as first assis- 
tant postmaster general, but will not 
cn.ll Mr. 'Heath by name. 


It will criticise the administration of 


the Washington city postoffice, sustain- 
ing in large part the Tulloeh charges. 
As a result of this, Postmaster Merritt, 
it is now understood, will be asked to 
resign in spite of personal appeals to 
tho president made by Postmaster Gen- 
eral Payne and Charles Emory Smith, 
Mr. Payne's immediate predecessor in 
office. 


MEREJTT MUST GO. ' 


It is understood that the president is 


convinced 
that 
Postmaster 
Merritt 


should resign for the good of the ser- 
vice, and such resignation is expected 
after the Bristow and the 
Bonaparte 


and Conrad reports are made public. 
This, it is also said, will be a severe blow 
to,, former Postmaster 
General 
Smith, 


who has repeatedly made personal ap- 
peals in behalf of Mr. Merritt. 


Postmaster General Payne will also 


find severe disappointment in the presi- 
dent's decision, but not to the straining 
point. 
He^ will acquiesce and, will not 


tender his resignation as a member of 
the cabinet. This statement was made 
positively last night by one of Mr. 
Payrie's personal and political friends, 
who is also authority for the statement 
that the postmaster general is slated for 
resignation.

pcstoffice was opened for business at 
seven o'clock this morning, the large 
vault was found to have been rifled of

BATTLESHIP ON TRIAL HUN 


Making; Terrific Speed on Course 


Off Maiuo Const. 


BOSTON, Oct. 21.— The new battle- 


ship Miaso'uri left this harbor today, un- 
der favorable conditions for her official 
trial trip over the regular government 
course from Cape Ann to Bonn island, 
off. the Maine coast. The battleship 
contract calls for an average speed of 18 
knots to be sustained for four hours. 


ROCKPORT, Mass., Oct. 21.— As the 


Missouri approached this harbor, her 
speed began to increase and as she pass- 
ed by Eastern Point she was going at 
a terrific rate. Twice she headed for the 
starting line but before she reached it 
swung away and made a wide circle in 
shore. The third time she crossed, the 
time as taken from shore being 11:11:48. 


The first leg of the course, 8.6 knots, 


was finished at 11:35:10, and the second 
at 11:50:30 as seen from ahore. This 
would indicate a speed of about 16.04 
knots for the first leg and of 18.50 knots 
for the second. 


On the return trip the Missouri paa- 


sed the stake boat which marked four- 
fifths of the course at 2:27:57. Observ- 
ers on shore estimated that the battle- 
ship had averaged 18.1 knots for the 
>art off the course covered. 
:The battleship finished at 3:11:33 p. 
ra., (shore time) and averaged according 
to shore figures, 18.2 for the course. ,

THE SYMPATHETIC STRIKE. 


There has been much said of late upon 


the question of sympathy strikes. Nat- 
urally the view of this feature might be 
different from the employers side and 
the employes side, but there is another 
side from which to view such a subject 
as sympathetic strikes, and that is the 
rifle'of trie great public which ts Inter- 
ested vitally in both the employer and 
the employe. In this instance it has 
been aaked" what is the public, and who 
hi the deuce constitutes the public they 
te?k nbout? There is no hotter defini- 
tion than that made which creates the 
public from all those on both sides who 
happen to be most concerned in the trou- 
bles. The public is composed both of 
tmployers and employes, and the strike 
'n one trade very often, just as much 
jperates against the convenience of the 
smployes as the 
employers in other 


trades. In short it is just as one's par- 
ticular interests and convenience are af- 
fected. 


But to the sympathetic strike as a 


strike, it is a weapon now conceded to 
be laid aside by many of the labor or- 
ganizations as a useless and often hap- 
pening weapon that, says Luke Grant, 
the noted Chicago labor writer, carried 
to a logical conclusion is a dangerous 
weapon and can hnrdly be 
reconciled 


with the strict observance of agreement, 
favored by most labor leaders. In one 
of Mr. Grant's articles published in the 
Sunday Inter-Ocean, he quotes the views 
of George W. Perking, the president of 
the International Cigar Makers' union, 
who in his own paper writes as follows, 
upon tlie sympathetic strike from the 
view point of the employe. 


Mr. Perkins says: 
"A good deal has 


IJPCII s:iid recently concerning the sym- 
pathetic strike, whether it is justifiable 
or not. There is no doubt that, carried 
to its logical conclusion, it "is a danger- 
ous weapon, and can hardly be recon- 
ciled with the strict observance of agree- 
ments, favored by most labor leaders. 
In this connection, George W. Perkins, 
president of tlie Cigar-makers' Interna- 
tional union, says in his official paper: 


"Suppose that you were a union cigar 


manufacturer and agreed to pay the bill 
and comply with all of the requirements 
of the union, and the men were to walk 
out on you in a sympathetic strike be- 
cause a scab proprietor of a boot and 
shoe factory would not pay the bill de- 
manded by the Boot and Shoe Workers' 
union, what would you think of the un- 
ion? 


"This is especially significant and of 


force when it is considered that you, 
the cigar manufacturer, had absolutely 
no say in regulation of the boot and 
shoe factory and the union cigar-makers 
had absolutely no say in fixing the de- 
mands of the Boot and Shoe Makers' 
union. If one trade is to go on strike 
to assist another trade in winning a 
strike in which it is in no way involved, 
it should at least have some say in fix- 
ing the demands. To do this would 
bring us back to the case of the tinker 
and the tailor mixing up in the affairs 
of the cigar-makers, about 
which 
he 


knows nothing. If the labor movement 
wants to destroy itself let us go blindly 
Into the sympathetic strike matter. If 
the cigar-maker goes out for one trade 
and refuses to do so for another, 
lie 


would soon be denounced on all sides as 
being unfair and selfish and a condition 
of affairs would soon be reached in all 
the unions that would lead to discord 
and destruction. Again, shall n union 
that refuses to pay high duos and mokes 
no provisions for serious strikes and has

TO COIHUSCTION. 


The figures given out by the gover- 


nor bearing upon increases in living ex- 
penses and the wage rate have been 
clearly shown to be subject to a good 
deal of correction. It has been demon- 
strated that the figures of increase arc 
to be materially scaled down, while em 
ployers all over the state from personal 
experiences know very well the wage in 
crease since 1897 has been exceeding far 
the 10 per cent, of the governor. . 


Statements hare been received 'and 


published in various papers which all 
cast serious reflections upon the correct- 
ness of, the prepared figures emanating 
from the governor. A_ correspondent of 
a Chicago paper writing from Milwau- 
kee says: 


"Statements received during the week 


from various manufacturing establish 
ments throughout the state as well as 
in other industries, make the 
figures 


given by Governor La Follette some 
time ago on wages and cost of living 
look as though they had been out in a 
rain. The governor said that while liv- 
ing iu the last six years had increased 
27 per cent in Wisconsin, wages bad 
advanced but 10 per cent. 
Investiga- 


tions were made in every manufacturing 
town in the state with the result that 
it was shown that instead 
of wages 


having increased but 10 per cent they 
had, in some cases, increased nearly 50 
per cent and had on an average, so far 
as the factories were concerned, increas- 
:d from 25 to 33 per cent. 


"Not only this, but it was shown that 


common labor benefited as much as the 
skilled, workman:. Laborers • i who 
six 


years ago .were paid but $1.00 to $1.25 
,i day, now receive $1.75 to $2.00 a day, 
and are scarce .at that. Farm laborers, 
who six/years ago were-glad to work 
for $16 and $18 a month with board, 
now ore not anxious to accept $25 to, 
$30 a 'month. In many cases, tables of 
statistics were given telling just what 
each: class of labor had 
received six 


years ago and what it was receiving to- 
day. Some, manufacturers satisfied them- 
selves with simply stating the advance 
in wages by per. cent, but the tables 
were numerous enough to make it clear 
that the claim that labor's wages had 
been advanced but 10 per cent, was a 
grievous mistake and the governor's tab- 
les will have to be revised. It 
also 


shows that the wave of prosperity has 
carried the laborer along with it as well 
as the capitalist and each has received 
his share of its benefits." 


In this connection it can also be »tat- 


cd that figures taken from the freight 
tariffs of railroads show if it is true 
some tariffn give Iowa point* lower 
rates than Wisconsin points, there are 
as many other instances; in comparing 
similar distances whore Wisconsin ship- 
pers have even a greater percentage' in 
their favor than have the Iowa people. 
The solid truth is that from the be- 
wildering mass of freight tariffs with 
the varying conditions, almost anything 
desirable can be proved, but it is very 
improbable that the citizens of any one 
state upon the whole or the average 
either way, are discriminated against as 
compared with other states. The best 
possible place to absolutely control the 
railroads in this matter of rates is by 
the 
United States government. Let 


congress as it most assure.dly should, 
give tlie Interstate Commerce ample au- 
thority. 


LIGHT OW IMMIGRATION. 


It is dawning at last in the minds of 


our immigration authorities that be- 
cause an immigrant may be nt the low- 
est financial stage therefore such need 
not be forthwith ordered back to 
ivhence he came. There arc lines of dan- 
ger infinitely of more importance to the 
public than this mere question of having 
a dozen dollars or so to comply with a 
law. 


They are: Is he of good character? 


Is he diseased in body or, mind? If dis- 
eased, has he a contagious disease ? Is 
he of an orderly^ disposition,'or has he 
come from monarchial Europe to 
at- 


tempt to overturn our Republic on an- 
archistic lines, or is he after a life time 
almost serving in some European fac- 
tory of toil, coming over to regulate the 
affairs of American wbrkingmen? These 
are all questions of much more mo- 
ment than complying with the terms of 
an immigration law 
which 
attaches 


much more importance as to whether or 
not he can show up with fifteen or twen- 
ty dollars and can prove reasonably he 
will not become a pauper charge upon 
some community. These diseased aliens 
must be sent back to whence they came. 
The disturbers, the new recruits coming 
over to regulate our internal 
affairs, 


bundled back; the poor afflicted of Eu- 
rope coming .here suffering with all sorts 
of ailments foreign to our soil, pitiful 
as indeed it looks must be returned in 
charge of- the steamship companies who 
brought them knowingly over here. It 
isi said that in Greater New York today 
are 40,000 cases of trachoma, in English, 
gramilated eyelids, the great majority 
of them being immigrants 
who after 


landing here developed the disease, the 
seeds of which they had 
beyond . all 


question brought over with them. 


We have a right to protect ourselves 


against all imported disease products of 
humanity. It is only what every gov- 
ernment should do that cares for the 
physical, welfare of its-people. If, this 
care was further extended by all gov- 
ernments to their people, the highest in- 
terests of the world would be advanc- 
ed. There is no reason why a beneficent 
government shoxild not take under its 
prompt care every case of disease if the 
person or persons are so situated or cir- 
cumstanced in life, they are unable to 
care for themselves. In time much of 
the physical weaknesses of every coun- 
try would be banished, effaced. Govern- 
ment institutions for the' proper ears' of 
contagious diseases would abound, and 
where poverty prevented, let the govern- 
ment' care for them just as efficiently 
and tenderly as for those able to pay. 
It in fact, should be made the business 
of certain officials to look up these cases. 
Meanwhile it is oxir duty to 
protect 


ourselves in every known way against 
the diseased European products of hu- 
manity, 
f 


SO NEED OB" 'PROGRAM. 


The suggestion is made that 
party 


leaders get together and formulate some 
distinct program embracing the curren- 
cy and financial questions before the 
special session of congress begins. As 
to this it is hoped nothing of the sort 
will be done. The proposed irnanciarieg- 
islatkm is so important and so far reach- 
ing that it ought not to be previdusly 
concocted by any committee of party 
leaders and forced upon congress as 
something to be forthwith swallowed 
without ceremony. This matter of bank 
asset currency is a very important thing, 
and so is the-plan of the government.ac- 
cepting state, municipal and railroad 


bonds as security for government .depos- 
its and additional currency". 
Those 


claiming that while the list of such, 
would be most carefully prepared at 
first and those only admitted of unques- 
tionable worth, that as a fact with each 
recurring financial stress occasioned by 
over speculations, the demands would 
be made for a loosening up, and it would 
be done. Again is the question of bank's 
issuing currency up to certain increas^ 
ed amounts of capital stock, some twen- 
ty-five, others fifty, and up to double 
the amount.

There should be no trouble 
about this thing. We have done so 
much for Cuba, sacrificed so many lives, 
and spent so-many millions of dollars 
in bringing about her freedom from tyr- 
annical Spain, that we need not hesitate 
in the complete fulfillment of our im- 
plied promises. The very 
reasonable 


tariff concessions should be given the is- 
land with no further acrimonious debate 
or any other sort of debate, and let the 
leaders arrange for this and upon the 
assembling of the special session at once 
finish up the business and do our full 
part to Cuba. 


"~ MB. BRYAN'S EXPEDIENCY. 
Mr. Bryan is a companionable sort ol 


leader and willing to accommodate him- 
self to the prevalent party ideas in such 
states as encourage his interference. 
Finding his attitude in Ohio of hostility 
to senator-to-be-elected-if-possible-Clarke 
because of his un-Bryan attitude on the 
gold question, did not go worth a cent, 
he makes haste to explain he will not 
oppose and thinks, after all, the gold 
standardness of candidate Clarke is real- 
ly a great help to his party.

COAL PRODUCTION AND CONSUMER. 


There is -a serious discrepancy some- 


wheres in this coal production matter. 
The total yield for the past fiscal year is 
stated to have been 309,930,650 tons, 
that of anthracite being .given at 36,865,- 
710 long tons of 2,240 pounds,and 41,- 
280,595 short tons of 2,000 pounds. The 
value at the mine of the anthracite pro- 
duct is given at $81,016,037 as compared 
with $112,504,020 the previous year, the 
reduction, in amount mined, having been 
23,376,850 long tons. The value at the 
mine of hard coal is $2.SO. per long ton, 
and some less figured on short ton basis. 
The discrepancy is in the price paid by 
the public delivered. The increase from 
$2.50 per ton of 2,240 pounds, the public 
getting the 2,000 pounds, to the ton to 
even the average rate of something like 
$7.75 per ton, is not. accountable for 
only upon the supposition., that the fix- 
ed charges are such, tti^it a toll is col- 
lected at the will of the operators who 
not only control the mines, but control 
the coal carrying roads and are perfect- 
ly able to fix the status of such inde- 
pendent companies as yet remain in the 
coal fields. The productive rate is fixed 
both for the railroad operators and the 
independent operators, the 
carrying 


charges are fixed at will, upon the plan 
of a manufacturing concern1 fixing the 
cost of its carrying its products to the 
selling agencies on its own tracks, to 
suit itself and assessing the charges to 
the public. 


The value in 1901 is given, at $2.05 ns 


cfmvpared with that of $2.50 showhlg an 
increase of a clear .fifty cents 'a ton, a 
small proportion of which has. gone to 
the coal operative* or'those who de the 


mining, known an coal miners. The pub- 
lic pays as assessed, and the govern- 
ment of the United States charged by 
the legislation enacted by the last con- 
gress does nothing. 


But some more figures. The output 


of bituminous coal for 1902 is given at 
259,641,064 short tons and is valued at 
$292,113,906. This is compared with the 
output of 1901 of 225,828,849 tons and 
worth $235,406,449. According to this 
the advance in bituminous .has been 
slight, about seven cents per ton. The 
value of the total yield of 1002 given 
at 300,930,659 tons, is recorded.81 hav- 
ing been $373;133,843. The anthracite 
falling off was 23,376,850 practically for- 
ty per cent, of the total, but this short- 
age appears to have been made up by 
the increase in the yield of soft' coal 
or bituminous.

The State Federation 
of 
Woman's 


clubs now in session at Appleton is 
a notable gathering of notable women 
prominent in their respective homes for 
work connected with the advancement 
of their sex and improvement of local 
conditions. 


No longer are these Woman's clubs 


merely gatherings of the weaker sex 
and their discussions of inane frtvolty. 
Today they take in a broader range and 
are occupied with subjects that vitally 
interest. mankind. It would be unwise 
for man to underrate the work these 
women are doing, foolish to say wo- 
man's sphere does not take in cognizance 
of great abuses that exist all around us. 


These are not all moral reforms eith- 


er. They are evils that man with all 
his boasted superiority has not succeed- 
ed in effacing or very much ameliorat- 
ing. One of these is the sweat shop hor- 
ror and to woman's great credit, al- 
ready a- practical reformation is being 
brought about. The whit* label now is 
in evidence, thus certifying the goods 
were made under cleanly conditions, san- 
itary conditions, endorsed by the con- 
sumer's league. 


The subject of child labor is, too, one 


of the evils our Woman's clubs have 
taken up and with resulting benefits, as 
is also compulsory education. Other lines 
are being discussed that bear upon the 
problems of bettering such human condi- 
tions as are within the grasp of good 
men and women to overcome wholly or 
in part. The subjects are taken in hand 
with intelligence and with a comprehen- 
sion that promises all in good time sub- 
stantial benefits to humanity. 


PROPOSE REPEAL OB* BANK- 


RUPTCY LAW. 


Nebraska bankers in their state con- 


vention among other things declined to 
further approve of the bankruptcy law 
and requested of congress its 
repeal. 


The vote for repeal was very nearly un- 
animous and again shows the increasing 
tide of public opinion demanding the 
bankrupt law be obliterated. 
The next 


law if this is repealed, and another en- 
acted later, should certainly provide for 
the setting aside of state laws so far as 
interferes with the execution and re- 
cording of mortgages. It certainly is a 
direct fraud upon creditors bankrupt 
law or no bankrupt law that permits of 
a debtor mortgaging his property and 
keeping such from 
the 
records, and 


when the trouble conies, to record such, 
and calmly sweep the 
security 
»way 


from the creditors. This the bankrupt 
law permits providing the mortgage tos 
been made previously to the period stat- 
ed in the law of four months previous 
to going into bankruptcy. 
In some 


states the mortgage may be recorded at 
any time, before going into bankruptcy 
or afterwards, but in this state, it is 
understood the mortgage 
must have 


been recorded previous to 
the bank- 


ruptcy proceedings though it may have 
been executed months and years before. 


The present law should be repealed. 


It is not for any particular benefit of 
creditors or honest 
debtors by any 


means, and any future law should be so 
constructed that the notorious defects 
of the present law be avoided. 


SENATOR FAIRBANKS A CANDI- 


DATE. 


The word has been given out that 


Senator Charles W. Fairbanks of In- 
diana is at last ready for the announce- 
ment he is a candidate for the Repub- 
lican-, nomination of vice president. This 
is expected to take precedent of all pre- 
vious tips given out from that quarter, 
but at the same time, it is impressed 
in the word given out of his willingness 
to accept such a nomination, that it is 
to bo understood at the same time, 
that he is not in the least seeking the 
nomination. It is understood tho force 
of the demand that he consent to be a 
candidate is so strong, the senator is 
justified in accepting and at the same 
time, justified in saying, he is not seek- 
ing the nomination.

If a late decision of an Indiana court 


is not misinterpreted the owners of the

larging the Erie canal. These farmers 
are right enough. They should not be 
made to pay the heavy taxes upon this 
account, when it is asserted such ship 
canal or enlarged canal is for the benefit 
of the commerce of a great country. 
Would the farmers of Wisconsin stand 
for an affair of that magnitude propor- 
tionately for this state, when at one end 
the farmers of the northwest and at 
the other a city like Chicago received 
the practical benefits 1 They would vote 
any such proposition down.

CANADIANS ANGBY 


AT 


Not Only Eetnse to Sign the 


Agreement Bnt Withdraw 


From Commission. 


UNITED STATES GITEN 


TWO IMPORTANT ISLANDS 


Completely Destroys the Strategic 


Value of Those Given Canada at 


Entrance of the Portland. 


Channel. 


LONDON, Oct. 20.—12:31 p. m.—In 


consequence of the attitude maintained 
by the .Canadian commissioners Lord 
Chief Justice Alvcrstonc 
decided this 


morning not to hold the proposed pub- 
lic meeting of the Alaskan boundary 
commission, but to hand its decision to 
Messrs. Foster and Si Eton, respectively 
agents of the American and Canadian 
governments. 


The Canadian commissioners not only 


declined to sign the award 
but 
said 


they would publicly withdraw from the 
commission. They as well as the Cana- 
dians connected with the case, are very 
bitter. Telegrams from Premier Laur- 
ier and other prominent persons in Can- 
ada show that this sentiment is shared 
generally throughout the Dominion. 


Messrs. Aylesworth and Jette will sub- 


mit their contrary opinions to the tri- 
bunal so as to go officially on record, 
and while they declined to 
sign 
the 


award they signed the maps agreed on' 
by the majority. 


NOT A JUDICIAL FINDING. 


Messrs. Jette and Aylesworth the Ca- 


nadian commissioners, in a statement of 
their reasons for refusing to sign the 
award, say they consider the finding of 
the tribunal regarding the islands, at 
the entrance of Portland channel, and 
the mountain line is not a judicial one. 
They add: 


"We urged our views as strongly as 


we were able but we havj been compel- 
led to witness tlio sacrifice of the inter- 
ests of Canada. We were powerless to 
prevent it, though satisfied 
that 
the 


course which the majority was deter- 
mined to pursue in respect to the mat- 
ters above specially referred to ignored 
the just rights of Canada." 


Tho Alaskan award relating to 
the 


Portland canal, gives the United States 
two islands, Kannaghunut ami Sieklan, 
commanding the., entrance o£ the ..Port- 
land channel and the ocean passage .to 
Port Simon and destroying the strategic 
valtie of Wales and Pearse islands, 
which are given to Canada. 


COMPLETE LAND BARRIER. 


The mountain line adopter! as 
the 


boundary line is so far from the coast 
as to give the United States substantial- 
ly all the territory in dispute. The line 
completely clears all the bays and inlets 
and means of access to the sea, giving 
the United Stated a complete land bar- 
rier between Canada and the sea, from 
the Portland canal to Mount St. Ellas. 


Around tho head of the Lynn canal, 


the line follows the .watershed some- 
what in accordance with, the 
present 


provisional boundary.

'Alaskan award was signed at' 2:10 p. m. 


BAD BLOOD ENGENDERED. 


The Canadians feel very sore over the 


outcome. They almost openly accused 
Lord Alverstone of partisanship. When 
the latter presented them to King Ed- 
ward at Buckingham palace yesterday, 
the king endeavored vainly to 
induce 


Messrs. Jette and Aylesworth to say 
test they were satisfied or that they ac- 
cepted the situation but the two Cana- 
dians declined to in any way express ac- 
quiescence with this view. 
They sim- 


ply shook hands formally and. bowed. 
One of the Canadian commissioners af- 
terwards said to a representative of the 
Associated Press: 


"This award affects much more the re- 


lations between the Dominion and the 
mother country than people here seem 
to realize, and almost marks the parting 
of the ways, at least so far as leaving 
any such question for England to de- 
cide for us." 


ACCESS TO KLONDIKE. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 
20.—Secretary 


Hay today received a cablegram from 
John W. Foster of the American coun- 
sel before the Alaskan boundai'y com- 
mission giving the details of the award 
of that commission. The cablegram 
shows that the contentions of the Unit- 
ed States have been granted in almost 
every ease. One of the most important 
acquisitions, is the confirmation of the 
American title to the White Pass and 
Chilkoot Pass the only practical availa- 
ble entrance to the Klondike country 
from the head of the inland waterway, 
in tho former of which stands the Cana- 
dian custom house which 
must 
now 


give way to ""-American control. The 
northern boundary stands exactly as it 
was claimed by the Americans thirty 
years ago and as sob out in the modus. 
On the western side, there is a slight 
diversion of the boundary line to the 
east as made by the-commissioners as 
compared with the modus so as to make 
the southern terminus at Cape Fail-wea- 
ther. 
This involves, it is believed, a 


loss of a few miles of territory from the 
extreme American claim, but it is snid 
that this land is worthless for mining 
purposes and on the other hand the Am- 
erican prospectors have now:, conformed 
beyond question their right to exploit 


and locate claims upon the supposedly 
rich gold fields at the KJehini river. • 


COULDN'T DO OTHERWISE; 


The attitude of the Canadian com- 


missioners in .refusing to sign the com- 
mission's report is scarcely a matter of 
surprise to the department officials for 
they realize that in the present heated 
state of mind of the Canadians, a com- 
missioner's lot would be unpleasant if he 
made any sort, of coheesgign^to the'Un- 
ited States. The'fact is that,:when the 
commission was .created'Secretary Hay 
felt that it was too much to expect of 
humau nature to loot to the Canadian 
members of the-commission to take any 
but an extreme view of the case regard- 
less of the proof presented by the Am- 
ericans and he relied almost, entirely 
upon the sound judicial instincts of the 
great English jurist who presided over 
the commission to properly appreciate 
the weight of the American qase, which 
the secretary regarded as invulnerable 
if it could,have a fair hearing. . 


CABINET REJOICES, 


At the meeting of : the cabinet today 


hearty fecilitations were exchanged •_ be- 
tween the president and. cabinet mem- 
bers .over the result.of the deliberations 
of the Alaskan boundary commission. 


By the president and -the -cabinet the 


result achieved by the, American com- 
inissioners is regarded as far and away 
the greatest diplomatic success the Unit- 
ed States has had for a generation. 


President Roosevelt and the members 


of his cabinet were jubilant over the de- 
cision, particularly as it removes any 
cloud from the title of the United States 
to any part of the Alaskan territory in 
dispute. They regard that territory as 
one of the greatest possibilities and one 
which in perhaps a few years, will be a 
very populous country. 
The president 


who always has been deeply interested 
in the development of the northwest in- 
dicated to the cabinet how much the de- 
cision meant to tlie entire belt of terri- 
tory along the .Canadian border.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—The presi- 


dent today issued the following procla- 
mation:. 


By the President of the United States 


of America: 


A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas, by the resolution of the sen- 


ate of March 10, 1903, the approval by 
congress of the reciprocal commercial 
convention between the United States 
and the Republic of Cuba, signed at Ha- 
vana on December 11, 1002, is necessary 
before the said convention shall take ef- 
fect : and, 


Whereas, it is important to the pub- 


lic interests of the United States that 
the said convention shall become opera- 
tive as early as may be, 


Now, 
therefore, I, Theodore .Roosevelt, 


president of tile United States of Amer- 
ica, by virtue of the power vested in me 
by the constitution, do Hereby proclaim 
and declare, that an extraordinary .occa- 
sion requires the convening 
of both 


houses of the congress of the United 
States, at their respective chambers in 
the city of Washington on the ninth 
day of November* next, at 12 o'clock, 
noon, to the end that they may consider 
and determine whether the approval of 
the congress shall be given to the said 
convention. 


All persons entitled to act as members 


of the fifty-eighth congress are required 
to take notice Of this proclamation. 


Given under my hand and the seal of 


the United. States, at Washington, the 
20th day of October, in the year of our 
Lord, one thousand nine bundred and 
three, and of the independence of the 
United States the one hundred and 
twenty-eighth.

CHANCE FOR BUSINESS^ MEN. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—U. S. Consul 


General Steinhart, at Havana, has arriv- 
ed here with the idea in view of inter- 
esting business men in the Cuban reci- 
procity treaty. 


"It is earnestly to be hoped that the 


treaty will pass," Mr. Steinhart said. 


'''Considering the proximity of the two 


countries and t3ie advantage of lower 
freight rates. the United States should 
be able to compete successfully with Eu- 
ropean manufacturers and., merchants, 
even if we left out of the reckoning th« 
superior .sagacity of Americans. 


"The Cubans desire the adoption of 


the treaty as it will insure to them a 
market for the next five years, and they 
are confident : that at the expiration of 
this period the relations of the two 
countries w:'21 be so closely cemented 
that a renewal of the treaty will be 
easily effectc/d, because it will be to the 
manifest interest of both countries. 


"Cuba is now importing from the Un- 


ited States at the rate .of $30,000,000 a 
year and I confidently believe that in 
six months after 
the passage of the 


treaty that .the total will be doubled. 
Most of tlte increase "will be in cotton 
goods and in rice. With prices declin- 
ing in the United States it should quick- 
ly regain the Cuban market and sell 
much inorfe to the island than ever be- 
fore."

•w'lrcre she went ashore last night is a 
remote place on the southwestern coast 
of Oregon. 


The wrecked steamer carried a crew 


of 23 men and probably not more than 
eight 
passengers. 
Captain Jfelntyre 


was in command of the vessel and has 
been on her about two months. 


A telegram just received says that the 


South Portland struck on Bandon reef 
on the Oregon coast at 5 p. m. yesterday 
during :a dense fog. The captain, one 
sailor, 
the cook and four 
passengers 


reached shore and are not at Port Oi-^ 
ford. 


It is thought that the others on board 


comprising fourteen 
passengers and 


twenty-two of the crew, have been lost.

TOLD BY HIS FATHER 


William Voge Declares Latter 


Requested His Wile to 


Open Letter Contain- 


ing Mortgage. 


William Voge, of Ives Grove,, ion of 


Frederick Voge, of Franksville, who was 
sentenced to the state prison at Wau- 
[mn for a term of two years, after hav- 
ing been found guilty of having attempt- 
ed to kill his wife, was in the city this 
morning and tells a different story in re- 
gard to the $2,200 mortgage his father 
aeld against his farm. 


Mr. Voge B«id: "It is true that my 


father had a $2,200 mortgage against 
my farm; it is also true that he assigned 
the mortgage to a daughter at Chicago 
so that the authorities could not get 
hold of it. Afterward he wanted to get 
the mortgage back, but the daughter re- 
fused to give it up unless $500 was paid 
her. 
I drew $500 of my money from the 


bank and paid it. She sent the mort- 
gage from Chicago addressed to Freder- 
ick Voge at William Voge's, Ires Grove. 
I went to the postoffice and got the let- 
ter; took it home and did not sign for 
it at the postoffice because I was not 
asked to do so. I handed the letter to 
my wife. My father asked her to open 
the letter and see if the mortgage waa 
all right., She did so. Father 
then 


wanted us to4 keep the mortgage. Lost 
April I had $910 and paid it to my fath- 
er on the mortgage. LI also went on his 
bond for $500 so that he could get out 
of jail. There was due on the mortgage 
$110 for inteiest. My father, said he 
would present me with $100 for going 
on the bond. With what "I have paid 
on the mortgage there is DOW due my 
father $300, and he has my note for that 
amount. The letter did not come to 
Ives Grove addressed to Frederick Voge 
or Wflliam Voge, and I did not open it 
and never told the postoffiee inspector 
that I did. This is the exact truth in 
regard to the matter and when my fath- 
er stated that he never received any 
money from me on the mortgage he 
simply stated what was not true. All I 
want is the truth and nothing more."

which I had no connection, and that 1 
jay many months to prison charged 
»Jth an offense the nature of which 
kns not yet been disclosed to me. 


Enough of such recollections. This 


Jtory begins with my father's letters. 
£hose which I found at Lourenco Mar- 
ines were written after bis anrioty In 
Jrogard to me hod been relieved. He 
knew that I was coming home, that I 
was none the worse for my wotmd and 
that my desire to roam bad probably 
been curbed by my experiences. So he 
wrote of the future, and very cheerily.

Slie lived at our house 
after hur si:-:iii year, but I never paid 
any particular attention to her, .except 
to tease her, in the. amiable effort to 
make her cry. It was one of Sibyl's 
peculiarities that she never would cry 
la any person's presence. Even when 
an infant, as I had been told, she would 
bide her tears under a pillow, at the 
great risk of smothering. At a later 
period she would shut herself up ia the 
dark to indulge her grief, and after

I fotinij at Gibraltar tha-2 Sibyl would 
be 10 on June 1C,' quite probably the 
date of my arrival; in Chicago. 


After reading tbJSjstatement I looked 


back through the other letters in a 
valu attempt to find something descrip- 
tive of Sibyl's personal appearance. I 
would bare welcomed a word upon the 
•Mor of her eyes, and the mention of her 
weight wouid have greatly assisted me 
in rectifying a mental picture that 
must now be far out of date. Nothing 
of the sort existed In these documents. 
Sibyl's w|it, .vivacity, scholarship, ac- 
coniplisBjaects— it appeared that she 
sang well— were often referred to, and 
especially her amiability.

For me the whole matter be- 
gins there. I admit the existence at all 
the admirable qualities that are men- 
tioned by name to the dictionary, bnt 
If they were united ha one woman and 
she were not beautiful I could as easily 
fall in love with the "Data of Ethics" 
as with her. 


It was a perfect certainty that my fa- 


ther wished me to marry Sibyl. He had 
expressed soon a hope long before, and 
I knew that It was as strong In htm 
as ever, though there was not a word 
directly upon that theme In them last 
letters. Doubtless he feared the usual 
result of parental Interference with a 
young man's liberty of choice, and, be-

Thta laeldent <rf long ago was In my 


mind as the ship that tacraght me home 
Mfled into New York borbor. It ted 
come up.oat of the past as the result 
of much delving among battered! r 
btab of memory.
